Marine 
Helicopter

DA NANG, Vietnam (AP) — A 
big U.S. M arine helicopter 
loaded with lumber and am­ 
munition crashed and caught 
fire as it was taking off today, 
and the charred bodies of five 
Marines w c’e pulled from the 
wreckage 
Five other Marines aboard the 
craft were injured. 
Witnesses said the helicopter 
tilted on its side about 15 feet off 
the ground and crashed into the 
wire around the helipad at the 
headquarters of the 1st Marine 
Division’s 1st Regiment, three 
miles west of Da Nang. 
The helicopter was loaded 
with supplies for observation 
posts on mountaintops around 
the 
headquarters base 
The 
lumber was for bunker frames. 
The crash touched off am­ 
munition aboard the craft, and 
flares and bullets flew about the 
area. MPs kept spectators away 
as Marine firemen extinguished 
the flames.

Word Is Received

CORNING — Word has been 
received that Cadet Ronald J.

Sunday for Colorado Springs to 
be with their sons, Ronald who is 
hospitalized, and Richard B, 
who is also a cadet at the 
academy. They were to be 
joined by the eldest son, Donald. 
All three Collins boys were 
graduated with honors from 
Corning Union High School. 
Ronald had recently 
been 
named to the dean’s list and 
Richard to the superintendent’s 
list at the academy. Donald is a 
dental student at a Portland, 
Ore., college.

But during my 18-day stay in 
North Vietnam, my hosts ap­ 
peared eager to press on me a 
message they seemed to regard 
as significant. 
They are willing to agree to a

the United States is prepared to 
make a commitment now to 
withdraw 
all

allied forces from the South in 
the future. 
“All problems about South 
Vietnam are linked to the United 
States’ withdrawal of all its 
armed forces,” 
the Foreign 
Ministry spokesman said. 
“If the United States will 
agree to carry out such a with­ 
drawal, discussions can be held 
and a date agreed on for com­ 
pletion of the withdraw al. 
Conditions will be assured that 
all foreign troops will be able to 
leave South Vietnam in perfect 
safety and without harm.” 


The spokesman offered this 
version of North Vietnam’s 
position of March 3 in receiving 
two representatives of The 
Associated Press at the con­ 
clusion of an authorized 16-day 
visit to his country. 
Previously, on Feb. 25, Vice 
Premier and Foreign Minister 
Nguyen Duy Trinh discussed in 
an Associated Press interview 
the terms under which it might 
be possible to agree to a stand­ 
still cease-fire with U. S. forces.

Dear Mrs. Ricker: I am a 
junior in high school and I would 
like to have your opinion about a 
couple of things. When a girl 
accepts a blind date does the boy 
consider her a pick-up'’ 
On regular dates most of the 
boys in our school seem to 
believe a girl is a real drag if she 
won’t neck and pet with him all 
the evening. Parking is what 
they usually have in mind in­ 
stead of taking a girl somewhere 
such as bowling, to the movies 
or a dance.

Dear Trudy: Blind dates are 
not pick-up dates. They should 
be arranged by someone a girl 
knows well and whose judgment 
she can trust — a person who 
knows her likes and dislikes 
about dates Because there are 
bound to be some uncertainties 
about blind dates they should be 
double dates. 
Boys who believe a date with a 
girl should be nothing but an 
evening of necking and petting 
are not desirable dating part­ 
ners.

Dating activities should in­

Sp eed Limits Are A Problem 
An unsigned letter to the Daily News from Redding complains 
that no slow speed limits are posted on highways running through 
unincorporated towns, The writer is obviously mistaken about 
there being no posted limits. Unincorporated Los Molinos, for in­ 
stance, has a 35-mile-an-hour speed limit posted But there is a 
problem in regard to small communities and resort areas, in­ 
corporated or not. 
The State Division of Highways traffic control officer in 
Redding, Edward Delano, explained that speed limits are set by 
checking the speed of passing traffic with radar meters, then 
selecting the limit observed by 85 per cent of the drivers. To at­ 
tempt to slow traffic much more than most drivers think necessary 
only results in ignoring the law. he said, and added: “The best we 
can hope for in reducing speed by signs is five miles an hour.” He 
noted, however, that traffic will slow down for roadside buildup and 
for schools. 
Another sidelight on the fast traffic problem was furnished by 
Red Bluff City Council consideration of a painted crosswalk near 
Bidwell school It was decided to pamt the crosswalk, but it was 
pointed out in the course of the discussion that a crosswalk can 
sometimes add to the danger by giving the pedestrian a false sense 
of security. So it can be with a signed speed limit in an area which 
because it is not much built up will result in some of the passing 
motorists failing to see the signs or ignoring them Pedestrians in 
such areas might have a false sense of security. 
Still another matter to be considered in some places is the 
added traffic congestion caused by slowdowns, and the resulting 
increase in collisions. 
It is a problem But just more “Slow to 25 Miles an Hour” signs 
may not solve everything. Continuing study by the Division of 
Highways is called for. 


There Is A Very Real Difference 
Senator Alan Cranston is right in pointing out that there is a 
difference between the de facto segregation of blacks and whites in 
northern schools and the legislated segregation in schools of the 
South. While it is undoubtedly true that the black youngsters would 
gain more from a truly integrated school than from one in which 
nearly all their classmates are from the same social and economic 
background as themselves, they still do not have to face the daily 
insult of not being permitted to go to a school, even if it is nearby, 
because of the color of their skin 
Laws which make that discrimination should not be tolerated. 
Too much time has been permitted to go by now since the Supreme 
Court decision.. 
The answer to the evils of northern de facto segregation is not 
so simple. Busing may be beneficial, if it is not carried too far. 
Busing has been in use to a limited degree for many years to move 
children out of their immediate neighborhoods to where there is 
more classroom — usually on a temporary basis In the end, 
though, it is the larger problem of de facto residence segregation 
that must be solved. In the meantime, some district lines might be 
redrawn, and an increased effort made to see that the schools at­ 
tended by the blacks are every bit as good as those attended by the 
whites

Hruska, R-Neb., Hiram Fong, 
R-Hawaii, and Tom Dodd, D- 
Conn., the three musketeers of 
the insurance industry, made 
sure the doors were shut tight 
when they tried to hush up an 
insurance scandal. 
Dodd, 
fearing 
their 
skulduggery would be exposed, 
grumbled at the December 
meeting 
that 
it 
was 
“outrageous” and a “disgrace” 
that their secret proceedings 
sometimes leaked into the press 
Despite their tight security, 
however, this column has now 
obtained a verbatim account of 
the Fix That Failed 
Senator Phil Hart, D-Mich., 
the Senate Anti-Trust chairman, 
called the secret meeting to get 
approval to send an in­ 
vestigative report by staff 
consultant Bernard Webb to the 
Wisconsin Insurance Com­ 
mission. 
The Webb report blows the lid 
off a 
scheme by 
high 
R epublicans, 
including 
Assistant Secretary of Defense 
Robert Froehlke, to convert 
Hardware Dealers Mutual Fire 
Insurance, a Wisconsin outfit 
with $86 million in assets, into a 
stock company. This would have 
transferred control of the 
mutual company from the 
341,500 
policyholders 
to 
president 
John 
Joanis, 
Froehlke, and 31 of their pals. 
Froehlke resigned as a 
Hardware vice president when 
his friend. Secretary of Defense 
Mel Laird, brought him into the 
Pentagon. Yet Froehlke at­ 
tended a board meeting after his 
resignation and retained a 
$200,000 share in the stock 
company deal. 


$10 MILLION DEAL 
All told, the 33 stood to make a 
$10 million bonanza at the ex­ 
pense of the policyholders The 
Webb report showed that the 
Wisconsin Insurance Depart­ 
ment had actually helped with 
the planning And the Chase 
Manhattan Bank assisted with a 
$4.5 million loan promise, 
worked out secretly in advance. 
Hart convened the meeting in 
Senate Majority Leader Mike 
Mansfield’s private conference 
room, explaining that Hruska 
had insisted on the secrecy to 
keep the Webb report from 
leaking out. Public disclosure of 
it, of course, would have foiled 
the takeover scheme. 
“I thought,” said Hart, “we 
would forward the testimony — 
but not officially — to the 
Wisconsin Commission,” then 
about to hold hearings on the 
takeover. He looked warily at 
the lantern-jawed Hruska. “In 
the judgment of Professor 
Webb,” said Hart, the takeover 
“raises very serious questions.” 
But Hruska was ready with his 


objections. His committee aide, 
Pete Chumbris, had been 
primed by the company’s 
general counsel and vice 
president who had been sent an 
advance copy of the report by 
the scrupulous Hart 
“ I would say on ethical 
grounds we are on awfully 
skimpy, skimpy ice,” scowled 
Hruska. Thus, ironically, in the 
name of ethics, he objected to 
sending the report to the com­ 
mission in order to protect the 
policyholders. Hruska is no 
expert on ethics. Only three 
weeks earlier, he had collected a 
$1,000 speaking fee from the 
insurance industry. 
The Senator from Nebraska, 
shaking his jowls at Hart, also 
questioned the accuracy of the 
Webb report and warned Hart: 
“We are interlopers, complete 
interlopers. . . I think it is 
reprehensible. . 
We have no 
business (intervening) in this.” 
Hart gently replied that such 
questions, if they needed 
clearing up, “could be asked at 
the Wisconsin hearing.” 
“Sure it could be,” retorted 
Hruska, with a sarcastic edge to 
his voice, “and we could also go 
into the private chamber of the 
judge and say, ‘Judgie, we have 
some information here!. . But 
what business is it of ours7” 
MORE SECRECY 
Then Fong, 
the suave 
millionaire president of Grand 
Pacific Life Insurance of 
Hawaii, turned on Hart.too. 
“First of all.” he said blandly, 
“I do not think we have an 
obligation to do it. Secondly, I 
think it would be officious on our 
part to tell (the Wisconsin 
Commissioner) that we have 
something like this.” Thus 
Fong, who made no complaint 
about the company getting a 
copy of the critical report, ob­ 
jected to letting the public and 
policyholders see it. 
Dodd, the third musketeer, 
quickly sided with the other two. 
But he feared the public rmghf 
learn of his secret efforts to 
muzzle the story of the attemped 
takeover. He warned of press 
leaks 
Hart cautioned that if the coup 
succeeded in Wisconsin, it would 
open the floodgates. 
Meanwhile, 
cracker-voiced 
John McClellan, D-Ark., had 
been let in through the closed 
doors Despite banking conflicts 
of his own, there was too much 
of the inquisitive cop in Nc- 
Clellan for Hruska to take him 
for granted 
“John,.,. there is a matter of 
ethics involved here,” said 
Hruska, again raising ethics to 
defend the unethical. “Here is .. 
a pending proceeding in 
Wisconsin.” McClellan cocked 
his old rooster eye at Hruska 
“It is being contested?” 
“It is in full force and flower 
right now,” soothed Hruska 
“ IS it being contested’ ” 
demanded McClellan, now 
skeptical 
“Oh,” conceded Hruska, 
seeing another vote slip out of 
his hands, “I suppose it is.”

It is going to require a con­ 
siderable act of will to put into 
effect the recommendations of 
the Gates Commission as we 
turn gradually over the next 
year and one half in the direc­ 
tion of an all-volunteer army. 
The Armed Services Committee 
of the Senate doesn’t much like 
the idea, and went so far as 
informally to reject Mr Nixon’s 
proposed successor to General 
Hershey because of his un 
diluted enthusiasm for the idea 
On the American scene in 
general, the libertarians and 
conservatives are in favor of the 
all-volunteer military because 
we believe in the presumption of 
voluntariness in all things The 
left-liberals opposed con­ 
scription less because of their 
attachm ent 
to 
individual 
freedom than because they see 
here an opportunity to deflate 
the military. 
In between is a large group of 
people whose objections are, 
roughly, in two parts. On the one 
hand, they argue that there is a 
great danger in a typically 
military class. That the op­ 
portunity might then come to the 
military class to dominate the 
civilian executive and even, as 
they do on Mondays, Wed­ 
nesdays, and Fridays in Latin 
America, take 
over the 
government. 
An additional argument is the 
notion that militan training is 
good for any young man, and 
that moreover it does something 
to incorporate him into America 
— to Americanize him, if you 
will. In the great debate on what 
was then called “ universal 
military training” in the late 
forties, President Truman 
fought to clinch the case in favor 
of consctiption by saying 
proudly, "Look, I’ve served in 
the military, and look what it did 
for me!” That was not taken by 
the public as a conclusive 
argument in favor of UMT, but 
along came Korea, to make the 
argument academic. 
Abolitionists of conscription 
must concede a couple of points 
to the opposition. It is true that a 
professional military class is 
less desirable than, say, a 
militia. Arguing the point in the 
Federalist Papers, Hamilton 
wrote,“There is something so 
far fetched and so extravagant 
in the idea of danger to liberty

from the militia, that one is at a 
loss whether to treat it with 
gravity or with raillery: 
whether to consider it as a mere 
trial of skill, like the paradoxes 
of 
rhetoricians; 
as 
a 
disengenous artifice to instill 
prejudices at any price; or as 
the serious offspring of political 
fanaticism.” 
But the virtues of the militia — 
which, like Switzerland’s, stays 
and works at home except when 
in training, or when engaged in 
duty — are transferable to an 
army which needs, let us say, to 
keep three hundred thousand 
men in west Europe. And the 
question is whether such as they 
should be volunteers, or con­ 
scripts. 
The other objection, less often 
stated, is that things being as 
they are, inevitably the army 
will emerge much higher than 10 
per cent black. The objection is 
raised not because there is 
anything undesirable about the 
black fighting man. But because 
we will have come up with what 
will strike many as a mercenary 
arm y, collected from those 
same ghettos fostered by our 
system, and utilizing the victims 
of these ghettos who are now 
invited to protect with their lives 
their white brothers who make 
life intolerable for them at 
home. 
I grant this is caricature. But 
so are the rantings of Herblock 
— precisely because the world is 
full of men and women who seek 
to hobgoblinize and, if at all 
possible, to dishonor the motives 
of America. (There is absolutely 
no doubt that tomorrow’s 
economic textbook will be 
saying that in the post-Vietnam 
age, 
America solved its 
unemployment problem by 
recruiting a highly paid 
volunteer army.) 
How does that add up? Surely 
we should end conscription, and 
the sooner the better.The ad­ 
ditional cost is easily con- 
pensated for in a fairly short run 
by the economic productivity of 
those who do not enter the army, 
and therefore remain home and 
pay taxes. And, in the long run, 
by the lowered cost of training — 
the fruits of professionalization. 
Meanwhile, we shall have 
asserted once again our 
devotion to the principle that 
that which is not required of a 
citizen, he should not be com­ 
pelled to do.

tion which is not dangerous. 
Almost always, it is due to 
a sudden blockage of a tiny 
tube through which the saliva­ 
ry glands pour saliva into the 
mouth. Saliva is one of the 
most important digestive juic­ 
es in the body and is produced 
whenever one eats any type 
of food. Sucking on a lemon or 
eating something spicy calls 
forth an extra flow of this 
fluid. 
Occasionally the tube can 
become blocked by a small 
stone made either of calcium 
or uric acid. If the stone blocks 
the exit of the saliva, it dams 
back and causes the swelling 
that you have noticed. In two 
of my own cases, I have found 
the tiny duct was obstructed 
by a bristle of a toothbrush 
X-ray of the salivary glands 
with special dyes Is known as 
sialography. By this method, 
stones can be located. Some­ 
times simple surgery done 
through the mouth is all that 
is necessary for the removal of 
the stone.

The State Division of Highways traffic control officer in 
Hackling Edward Delano explained that speed limits are sat by 
checking the speed of passing traffic with rudar maters, than 
selecting the limit observad by 85 per cent of the drivers To at­ 
tempt to slow traffic much more than most drivers think necessary 
only results in ignoring 'the law. he said, and added “The' best, we 
can hope for in reducing speed by signs is five miles an hour " He 
noted, however that traffic will slow down for roadside buildup and 
for schools 


Another sidelight on the fast traffic problem was furnished by 
Red Bluff City Council consideration of a painted crosswalk near

There Is A Very Real Difference 


Senator Alan Cranston is right in pointing out that there is a 
difference between the de facto segregation of blacks and whites in 
northern schools and the legislated segregation in schools of the 
South While it is undoubtedly true that the black youngsters would 
gain more from a truly integra ted school than from one in which 
nearly all their classmates are from the same social and economic 
background as themselves, they still do not have to face the daily 
insult 'Of not 'being permitted to go to a school, even if it is nearby, 
because of the color of their skin 


Laws which make that discrimination should not he tolerated 
Too much, time has been permitted, to go by now since the Supreme 
Court decision.

Busmg has been in use to a limited degree for many years to move 
children out of their immediate neighborhoods to where there is 
more classroom — usually on a temporary basis. In the end, 
though, it is the larger problem of de facto residence segregation 
that must be solved In the meantime, some district lines might be 
redrawn, and an increased effort made to see that the schools at­ 
tended by the blacks are every bit as good as those attended by the

On the American scene in 
general, the libertarians and 
conservatives are in favor of the 
all-volunteer military- because 
we believe in the presumption of 
voluntariness in all things The 
left-liberals 
opposed

scription less because of their 
attachm ent 
to 
individual 
freedom than because they see 
here an opportunity to deflate 
the military 
In between is a large group of 
people whose objections are, 
roughly, in two parts On the one 
hand, they argue 'that 'there is a 
great danger in a typically 
military* class 
That the op^ 
portunity might then come to the 
military class to dominate the 
civilian executive and even, as 
they do on Mondays, Wed­ 
nesdays, and Fridays in Latin 
America, 
take 
over 
the 
government. 
An additional argument is the 
notion that military training is 
good for any young man, and 
that moreover it does something 
to incorporate him into America 
— to Americanize him, if you 
will. In the great debate on what 
was then called “ universal 
military training'' in the late 
forties, 
President 
Trum an 
fought to clinch the case in favor 
of conscription 
by 
saying 
proudly, “Look, I’ve served in 
the military, and look what it did 
for m e!” That was not taken by 
the public as a conclusive 
argument in favor of UMT, but 
along came Korea, to make the 
argument academic. 
Abolitionists of conscription 
must concede a couple of points 
1 to the opposition. It is true that a 
professional military class is 
less desirable than, 
say, 
a 
militia. Arguing the point in the 
Federalist Papers, Hamilton 
wrote,“There is something so 
far fetched and so extravagant 
in the idea of danger to liberty 


from the militia, that one is at a 
loss whether to treat It. with 
gravity 
or 
with 
raillery: 
whether to consider it as a mere 
trial of skill, like the paradoxes 
of 
rhetoricians; 
as 
a 
disengenous artifice to instill 
prejudices at any price, or as 
the serious offspring of political 
fanaticism. "* 
But the virtues of the militia — 
which, like Switzerland’s, stays 
and works at home except when 
in training, or when engaged in 
duty — are transferable to an 
army which needs, let us say, to 
keep three hundred thousand 
men in west Europe, And the 
question is whether such as they 
should be volunteers, or con­ 
scripts. 
The other objection, less often 
stated, is that things being as 
they are, inevitably the army 
will emerge much higher than 10 
per cent black. The objection is 
raised not because there is 
anything undesirable about the 
black fighting man. But because 
we will have come up with what 
will strike many as a mercenary 
arm y, collected from those 
same ghettos fostered by our 
system, and utilizing the victims 
of these ghettos who are now 
invited to 'protect with 'their lives 
their white brothers who make 
life intolerable for them at 
home. 
I grant this is caricature But 
so are the rantings of Herblock 
— precisely because the world is 
full, of men, and women who seek 
to hobgoblmize and, if at all 
possible, to dishonor the motives 
of America. (There is absolutely 
no doubt 
that 
tom orrow’s 
economic textbook will be 
saying that in the post-Vietnam 
age, 
America 
solved 
its 
unemployment problem by 
recruiting

volunteer army.) 
How does, that add up? Surely 
we should end conscription, and 
the sooner the better The ad­ 
ditional cost is easily

pensated for in a fairly short run 
by the economic productivity of 
those who do not enter the army, 
and therefore remain home and 
pay taxes.

Ac­ 
tually I’ve never seen this in 
the practice of medicine, and 
frankly am tired of fighting 
an unimportant battle as to 
whether or not it is true. 
Fever is the body’s normal 
response as a defense mechan­ 
ism against infection. When 
all the defensive forces are 
working and conquering an in­ 
fection, the fever will go up 
Only in some rare instances 
of 
severe chronic 
Illness Is 
there a failure of the body's 
defenses to work. Under these 
circumstances, I can imagine 
that the expected temperature 
rise does not occur.
